LONG BEACH, Calff., July 8— 

Five pirates today boarded the 
luxurious gambling barge, Monte 
Carlo, chained its crew, and es- 
caped with what Ed. Turner, 
owner of the boat, estimated was 
$32,000 in cash and jewelry. 

The attack on the Monte Carlo 
which became piracy on the high 
seas because the big steel barge is 
anchored about eight miles off- 
shore, occurred while most of the 
crew were asleep 

Turner said the loot consisted of 
$22,000 in cash and $10,000 in jew- 
elry, left as security by patrons of 
the Monte Carlo 

The pirates came alongside in a 
fishing boat under the cover of a 
heavy fog. Some remained in the 
boat while five men boarded the 
Monte Carlo 

The boarding crew carried chains 
and were armed with revolvers, 
rifles and sawed-off shotguns

TOURCOING, France, July 8— 
Threatening to mobilize his Fascist 
forces to fight revolution in France, 
Col. Francois de la Roque, 
of the Croix de Feu (Cross of Fire) 
in a militant speech here Sunday 
said: 

“Tomorrow or after tomorrow, 
or in a fortnight I may give you

Considerable significance was at- 
tached to this remark since on 
14, Bastille Day, leftist elements in 
France have planned a monster 


demonstration against war and 
Fasciem. 
Col. de la Roque promised that 


“parliamentarianism will be shelved 
for a while” when the Croix de 
Feu takes power and a strong 
central, united and authoritative 
government would replace it.” 
“We will impose silence too,” he 
added, “on the high institutions 
who play a double dealing game 
in carrying on an illusory alliance 
with the Soviets and rapproche- 
ment with Germany. When we 
take power there will be fewer 
ministries, and fewer unemployed.”

GET ON WITH I 
Two months ago the city council deeded to 
resume construction of the scenic drive to the 
Highlands; started in 1933 as a relief 
project and suspended in the fall of that year 
for lack of funds, on the definite understanding 
that work should be resumed when funds were 
available. 

The $500,000 loan received last fall from the 
Dominion Government solved the financial 
problem, and it was from this fund council 
decided two months ago to take the money 
to finish grading the road. The strike of relief 
men stalled such operations for a time, but the 
strike ended long ago, and it was to be assumed 
work would start on the drive in due course 
without further palaver.

The Attorney General of British Columbia 
and the Attorney General of Saskatchewan are 
in line for castigation on the same ground.

If it is the duty of an Attorney General to 
take action against any and every person who 
declares himself a Communist, these three 
stand in the same position as Mr. Roebuck.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1893 a small riot 
took place on the Champ de Mars 
at Montreal, the result of a fool- 
ish remark by a visitor from the 
United States 

The Christian Endeavor Society, 
then in its infancy, had come to 
Montreal to hold its first con- 
vention in Canada. With that 
courtesy towards visitors which 
marks the majority of the people 
of Montreal the city had opened 
its doors to this distinctly Protes- 
tant organization, nothwithstand- 
ing that seven-tenths of the city's 
population were Roman Catholics 
The Champ de Mars, historic 
parade ground, had been given 
up entirely to the visitors; two or 
three large marquees and an open 
air stand had been provided by 
the city and the then mayor had, 
although himself a Roman Cath- 
olic, read an address of welcome 
to the visitors, mostly from across 
the border, but with a sprinkling 
from Ontario. 

All went well the first couple 
of days, but on the second eve- 
ning some careless American 
divine, who knew not the local 
conditions, made some remerk 
—I don't recell what it was. but 
it was something to the effect 
that “Montreal was a priest-rid-

den city” and other like remarks. 
The English newspapers confer- 
red and decided that it would be 
well, in the interests of public 
peace that the speech should not 
be reported, and it was not—by 
them. But the French papers 
were represented there also, and 
no one could blame them for the 
next night printing the offending 
language in big type. 

The result was what might 
have been expected. That night 
(the 8th) the Champ de Mars was 
invaded by a local mob. The mar- 
quees were torn down and an at- 
tempt made to burn the stend, 
but police soon arrived and the 
rioters were put to flight, with 
no more serious damage than a 
good scare for the women dele- 
gates. The local Endeavorers at 
once saw the gravity of the situ- 
ation, the offending speaker not 
only made a public apology when 
the marquees were re-erected, 
but he went to the office of La 
Presse and tendered his personal 
apology. pleading ignorance of 
conditions in Montreal. And there 
the incident ended. The conven- 
tion was resumed, and at its close 
pessed a vote of thanks to the 
people of Montreal for their hos- 
pitality

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_ Woman Judge Will 
Take Part In New 
Penal Reform Program 


Lew barred its doors to Judge 
Helen Gregor McGill of Vancouver 
when she graduated from Tornoto 
University, for the fact that she was 
the first woman to be graduated 
from Toronto was considered con- 
cession enough at that time. But. 
as she told the Bulletin Monday 
morning at an interview granted 
on her return from attending the 


first Canadian Penal Reform Con-| 
nothing pro-| 


gress in Montreal. 
hibited her from studying law in- 
dependently. Today she is one of 
the few women judges in Canada 
and as judge of the Juvenile Court 
in Vancouver and a pioneer in 
child welfare and reform work. she 
was sent by the Attorney-General 
of British Columbia to attend this 
first Canadian congress. Judges 
magistrates, prison wardens, offi- 
cers of prison welfare work, and 
John Howard societies and others. 
are active in the new organization 
| with their object to promote re- 
formative measures. Judge McGill 
was one of the speakers at the con- 
ference, describing to them the 
work of the Oakala Prison Farm in 
British Columbia. which has in- 


stituted a training system for 
prisoners, fitting them at the end 
of their confinement to become 


once again, useful citizens within 
their community. 

Speaking of the adaptation of the 
Fnglish Borstal system, Mrs. Me- 
Gill refer-ed to the reports sub- 
mitted by General Ormond which 
have been favorably received fol- 
lowing his survey of the system in 
England. At present General Or- 
mond is engaged in a more ex- 
haustive study of the plan which 
it is hoped, may be instituted in 
federal penitentiaries in Canada 
‘There will not necessarily be separ- 
ate prisons and reform schools for 
the working of the system. as it 
has been generally supposed. but 
institution in the established Cana- 
dian prisons. Also the age limit 
which in Great Britain is 21 will be 
raised in Canada. 

Speaking of her personal work 
in British Columbia. Mrs. McGill 
stated that although there are more 
cases in juvenile courts it does not 
indicate an increase in delinquency 
The courts are socialized, and par- 
ents and relatives also bring up 
the cases for the ultimate protec- 
tion of their children. Judge Mc- 
Gill tries as often as possible to try 
these juveniles under the Infants 
Act, bringing to account neglectful 
parents, and treating the young 
people as neglected children rather 
than delinquents. The Children’s

Aid is of great assistance. Each 
case is treated and judged with 
particular attention and Judge 


McGill spoke of being able to raise 
money to give a girl a course in 
commercial work, so that she might 
apply for employment as a gradu- 
ate of a well known city school. An 
organization in the city supplies 
the money for her board, carfare 
and lunches

She is the daughter of Lady 
Forget, a staunch Roman Catholic 
and intimately associated with a 
large body of women desirous of 
the same rights. Premier Tascher- 
eau objects strongly to the wife of 
the whip of his party so opposing 
his dictates, and informs Mme. Cos- 
grain that she should stay at home 
and look after her children en- 
tirely 

Professor Carey Derick 
Gill University, with Dr 
England, one of tne first women 
graduates of McGill, and Lady 
Drummond are also strong leaders 
in the suffragette movement in 
Quebec.
